POST OFFICE MONOPOLY 


The monopoly that the Government has in the exclusive 
right to the delivery of letters was demonstrated again 
the other day by the London post office. A messenger boy 
can deliver a cheque or a message but if either are put in 
an envelope and addressed then it becomes mail matter 
and the post office has the right to deliver it.

The assertion that this country lacks spending power 
is frequently made and quite undisputed. There is not suf¬ 
ficient money in 'circulation in Canada. This is not only 
t>ecause prices are too low, and employment too scarce to 
handle the goods produced, but because so much ot the 
money earned in Canada is sent out of the country. If all 
the money from the payrolls of industry were spent in 
Canada, there would be a considerable difference noted. 

In many—probably the majority—of mining areas of 
Canada, the workers are largely of fAreign birth. They 
are men adapted through generations to this type of la¬ 
bor. The same is true in certain other forms of manual 
labor and construction. Wages in these fields are fairly 
good, viewed from the prairie standpoint. But these 
wages are not all circulated in this country. TTiey are 
sent out to other lands, to be saved, to be used in buying 
small farms, or for purposes dole to the heart of the for¬ 
eign bom. Many of these peopletoome to Canada merely
